State Commission Reviews 
Falir Employment Regulations

SAN FRANCISCO 一 The Fair 
Employment and Housing Com- 
Imission (FEHC) w 记 hold a series 
of public meetings beginning July 
30 in SF andLos Angeles to review 
its regulations for monitoring and 
correcting discriminatory em- 
ployment practices. 
The reductions are based on the 


Fair 卫 mployment Practices Actof ， 
1959，which prohibits job dis- 


crimination on the basis of race， 
color，national origin，ancestry， 
Sex, marital status, religious creed， 
physical handicap，medical con- 
dition or age. Before 1978， 
however， _ California had .no 
regulations for enforcing the law. 
MANDATE 

“In 1978 we were issued a 
manqate for regulation,”FEHC 
executive and legal affairs secre- 
tary David Carcia said. In that 
year tbe , state， he explained， 
dividedq the task of monitoring 
employment discrimination 
between the Department of Fair 
Employment and Housing and the 
FEEHC.

“The regulations _ guide the 
Public in _ advance as to what the 
meanin&g of the (FEair Employ- 
ment 了 Practices) Act is, 了 They are an 
inteipretation 'of the act，and 
Consistent with _establishedq law,” 
he noted. 

Though the quajity of prosecu- 
tion of employment discrimina- 
tion cases is improving as the 
commission and department 
become _ more experienced in 
the regulations， 
Garcia saidq discrimination is still a 
“pretty Tampant” issue， 

RELUCTANT 

The problem of Asians,， who 
face discrimination，isolation in 
certain jobs，and under employ- 
ment, are compounded by the fact 
that Asians file fewer complaints 


than other minority groups who ， 


face similar discriminatory prac- 
tices, he noted. 

“In many cases Asian Ameri- 
can are reluctant to bring com- 


plaints,”said Dale Minami，an 


attorney who was appointed to 
thbe FEHC in :January， “The 
reluctance is partly_ cultural 一 
they ,dont want to _ challenge 
authority， or chance suffering 
reprisal，he said. 

“Things are beginning to 
change somewhat， with .groups 


Such_ as Chinese for Affirmative 
Action and the Asian LawCaucus， 
and as peopble become more 
educated and willing to 下 ght,”he 
added: Nonetheless, problems still 
exist for Asians trying to get ahead 
in their jobs. 

“There are stereotypes abont 
Asians not being leaders, not being 
forceful and able to _ command 
respect,，， ”Minami said,， This 
Stereotype is partly fostered by 
“the offensive mechanism of the 
oral interview, ”he added. 

The standards for measuring 
leadership and forcefulness are 
vague, and decisions made on the 
basis of interviews are arbitrary， 
Minami said， Often screening 
officers arent sensitive to Asian 
Americans，yet because So _ few 
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City Hall/c， town Communication 
And Cooperation Are Vital 


Too oftten in the operation of federal and city govern- 
ment;， policies are formulated without coiisulting with the 
communities which will be most afifected， Tesulting xin 
ineffective or injust policies， 

Communication and cooperation between City Hall and 
Chinatown are yital to rational development and mainte- 
nance of the community， Chinatown organizations and 
agencies devoted to working with the community should 
be consulted，or at _ least _ alerted，when changes. which 
will affect the community are being considered. 

As a case in point, the Stockton' Street transit improve- 
ment project is anexample of the needforandthe value of 
improved communication and cooperation between City 
Hall and the_ community. Although Stockton Street mer: 
chants criticized the original plan as early as last October， 


and offered a compromise plan only slightly different than 


the one finally adopted, City Planning would not consider 
the compromise until a community meeting was called 
in mid-December. The compromise adopted was agreeable 
to the merchants who had feared that the originally plann- 
ed bus-only lane would hurt businesSs，and was accepted 
by _ City Planning. To date, the compromise plan has 
proven to be a “Significantsuccess.2” 

Recently,， City Planning, attempting to further improve 
Stockton Street traffic， proposed the installation of 
Sunday parking meters in Chinatown. Although City 
Planning supposedly distributed flyers to all merchants 
along the affected streets, pastors and ministers of China- 
town churches were not notified，even though Sunday 
parking meters will have a tremendous effect on these 
churches. After community organizations cailed a meeting 
with _ City _ Planning and attended hearings _ before the 
Department of Public Works to assail the plan as being 
injust and ineffective，City Planning withdrew the Pro- 
posal. 

Although _ communication and cooperation have helped 
form the several compromises of the Stockton Street plan， 


Such cooperation has most often come about only after an 


initial decision was made without the assistance of com: 
munity Input. 

We urge City Hall planners and politicians to actively 
Solicit the advice of the community on issues which will 
Ultimately affect Us.

Excelsis first introduced the kits 
for building upright Pianos more 
than 25 years ago in Asia，and 
has  ， since sold thousands from 
Korea ip the north to New 
Zealand in the south. The kits 
were introduced in the US for the 
first time in January，1977 to the 
SE chabter of the Piano Tech- 
nicians Cuild, and again at a later 
meeting in Santa Clara，TIThe 
TesDonse，Ma said，was eficour- 
aging.

Most of the 
kits sold in Asia are bought by 
piano dealers， who have the 
manbpower to lift the heavy frame 
into the wooden .piano case，he 
continued . 

In the US most of the kits will be 
purchased by piano technicians or 
individual hobbyists. “See how 
heavy this is?”Ma said，attempt- 
ing to lift the gold-colored frame.

the legendary girl who takes her 
father"s place in battle and a key

“Y-Winners”Program Accents 
Educational Values and Fun

SAN FRANCISCO -一 Respect 
group-mindedness，health，intel- 
ligence，andg beauty are the five 
educational values that the China- 
town YMCA is trying to teach the 
children enrolled in its “Y-Win- 
ners”program this summer. 

Under the theme of "ASummer 
of Fun and ”Learning, the 
program，which began June 15,，is 
designed to combine values educa- 
tion with enjoyable group acti- 
Vities. 

CHARACTER 

The five _ educational values 
approach is used because “its 
identified with Chinese culture,” 
explained Alan Wong，executive 
director of the Chinatown YMCA. 
Many Chinese Parents feel these 
values are important for their 
children to_ learn，he continued， 
and“it's also part of the YMCA 
philosophy to develop charac- 
ter.” 

There are two Y-VVinners pIO- 
grams 一 with swimming instruc- 
tions,， 9:30 to 5:30，and without 
swimming instruction，12:30 to 
5:30:- 一 every Monday through 
Eriday.

activities where children make 
their own movies, All activities are 
underlined with the Y-Winners 
philosophy of fair Play and coop- 
eration, Wong said. 
LANGUAGE 
In addition to sports，outings 
and instructional art and science 
projects, the program also encouTI- 
ages the Participants (many of 
whom are newcomers) to speak 
English and learn about American 
life， 
“It ia _ natural tendency for 
many of 
Chinese,”said Wong,“We try to 


catch them at those points :and 


teach _ them how to say 让 ip 
English.… 

“Its not a formal classroom 
Situation,” Wong pointed .out， 


these kids to use， 


“We' help these young people 
'become more conscious of "the 
English language and use 让 more 
in actual social situations， 

The popular summer school at 
the YMCA which in recent years 
taught English and other subjects 
did not have time to organize this 
year，Wong said，but 让 i tenta- 
tively scheduled to return Dext 
summer.

One little girl，Sue explained， 
was afraid to leave her mother 
when she first arrived at the 
center， Later，however，she be- 
came less frightened and began 
participating in the activities.
